“Atomic weapon s are the 
reason we have the privilege 
of meetin g here an d that our 
freedom still exists,” Rocke­ 
feller told the cheerin g Re­ 
publican women . 
‘The developmen t of atomic 
weapon s has coun tered the 
man power of Chin a, which 
otherwise would have given 
the balan ce of power to the 
Soviet bloc. Let us n ot fear 
to use this reserve force vi 
power if n ecessary. P e a c e 
without freedom is mean in g­ 
less. Force is a basic elemen t 
of peace an d diplomacy.” 
Rockefeller, run n in g

The original aggressor in this lunatic con­ 
test of nastiness was clearly Gen. De Gaulle.

F’urther- 
more, it is far from clear that the passage 
of the Kennedy trade bill will lead on to 
happy, fruitful economic negotiations between 
the U.S. and a Elurope dominated by De 
Gaulle.

Finally, de Gaulle’s Europe is far from 
being such a mad conception as many Wash­ 
ington policymakers now suppose.

Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer, the one Gerniun

All this is most unpleasant and unpalalablo. 
But yet another fact that must be faced is 
the simple fact that Gen. De Gaulle will not 
change and will not soon be eliminated from 
the scene. Thus the American policymakers 
have only two choices. They can either change 
their minds about refusing to do business 
with De Gaulle; or 
they must shape 
their 
actions to make sure he is thoroughly hedged 
in, at Bonn, in Rome, and in other centers 
wliere American errors can give him the sup­ 
port he needs.

(pronounced Bee-AT-riss), Neb. It is a single 
color stamp in a rather conventional de­ 
sign by Charles K. Chickering of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, the first issue of 
the year which is not

either printed in more

than one color or on 
Sta m p 
colored paper. 
“The drabness is in­ 
tentional. Mr. Chickering’s sketch of a sod 
hut with a homesteader and his wife stand­ 
ing near the illuminated doorw^ay, will be 
printed in the bluish gray of dusk to empha­ 
size the bleakness of the plains. 
“The sod hut is based on a photograph 
from the collection of the State Historical 
.Society of North Dakota reproduced in a 
book by Ralph Henry Gabriel, ‘Pageant of 
America: Toilers of Land Sea.’ 
“The Homestead Act, signed by President 
Lincoln on May 20, 18 62, provided that any 
citizen or person, who declared his intention 
of becoming ‘one, could claim one quarter

to file at the office at Brownville, Nebraska 
Territory. There is nothing in the General 
Land Office records now kept in the Na­ 
tional Archives to show that the Freem an 
claim was the first in the country, and as 
far as the local legends go, several others 
have claims just as good. But Nebraskans 
admit no doubt about the m atter. 
“ In 1936 they persuaded Congress to es­ 
tablish a Homestead National Monument at 
the Freem an farm. This year they are plan­ 
ning an elaborate centennial celebration.”

kota soddy for a stamp for which Nebraska 
did all the ground work.
